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“On tho 11th of August, Richard Clark, from bark llolois, in dry dock, was 
sentinto Marine Hospital with fever, and recovered. 

“On tho 11th of August, Thomas Lawson was admitted into Marino IIos* 
pitnl from schooner 6. Tittle. Tho schooner was from Philadelphia; had been 
three weeks at Central Wharf, and eight days in Ashley River, beforo Lawson 
was attacked—he recovered. 

“ J. II. Frederick, from schooner G. Harris, entered tho Mnrine Hospital on 
tho 12th of August, and died on the 15th. 

“ Dunbar nnd Painter, from schooner Tittle, entered Marine Hospital on tho 
14th of August; wore removed to thoLazarotto on tho 15tb ; tho first recovered; 
tho latter died with black vomit on tho 19th. 

“The steamer George's Creek arrived from Baltimore on tho 11th of August; 
on the 8th, during hor voyngo, two seamen wore taken sick; on tho 13th, they 
were sent to tho'Lazaretto, where ono died on tho 15th with black vomit; tho 
other recovered. 

“On tho 15th of August, an unncclimntcd slave, rosiding in Legnr6 Street, 
near South Bay, was attacked; had hemorrhage from gums and uterus; re- 
garded by the physician in attendance ns a very sovere caso—recovered. 

“ Hansler.a seaman from schooner Webster, nnd residing in Marino Hospital 
since 2d of August (in venereal ward), was attacked sovcroly with fever on 15th 
—is now recovering. His nurse, from Maine, in hospital about threo months, 
has also been attaoked, and died this evening, 25th. 

“ Mrs. L-, from Philadelphia, In Charleston one year, nnd residing in 

Queen Street near Rutledge, was attacked on tho 15th; hns had black vomit, 
but is now recovering. 

“Thomas Kegan (a son of Mrs. Kcgnn, in Weems’ Court, boforo mentioned), 
was attacked with fover on tho 15th; has had black vomitr-rccovercd. 

“On tho 16th of August, Douglass and his wife, eight weeks in tho oity, and 
residing at 125 EaBt Buy, near Pinckney Street, were attaoked with fever—both 
havo recovered. 

“ Ann and Bridgot Burns, aged 6 nnd 17 years, twolvo months from Ireland, 
residing in Pincknoy Street, near the last mentioned oases, woro attaoked on tho 
17th nnd 18th of August. Both had black vomit; the eldor died on tho 23d; 
the younger is recovering. 

“ A German girl, residing in Queen Street, near Mrs. L-, was attaoked 

on tho 17th; has had black vomit; is recovering. 

“Elizabeth Graham, from Iroland, four years in Charleston, was seen by a 
physicinn for the first time on tho 21st; died same day with blaok vomit. Re¬ 
sided in Cromwell’s Court, immediately opposite Marino Hospital. 

“Two other sons of Mrs. Kegan, in Weems’ Court, woro attacked, the ono on 
the 19th, tho othor on tho 21st of August. They are now undor treatment, and 
likely to recover. 

“A German girl, fivo months in Charleston, was admitted into tho Roper 
Hospital on tho 23d; presumed to bo sick five or six days; had resided on Ven¬ 
due Range; died same night with black vomit. 

“ On the 23d, an Irishman was admitted into the Roper Hospital from Queen 
Street, ncar-State. Also, an inmate of the hospitol (with soro leg) since 24th 
of July, was attaoked. Both still under treatment. 

“ I havo heard of new cases in the past two days in tho following localities, 
but have not beon ablo os yet to get particulars: Ono in Queen Streot near 
Meeting; ono at the corner of St. Michael's Alley and Church Street: ono at tho 
corner of Mnrket and Anson streets; nnd ono in State Street, betwcon Queen 
and Chalmers. The first mate of tho Roynl Victoria is also sick on East Bay, 
and three of the crew on board of tho vessol in tho stream, 

“The diseaso spreads so slowly nB to induce strong hopes that wo shall yet 
bo spared tho infliction of an epiaomio. 

“ The foregoing sura up a total of for ty-soven cases that have ocourred on ship¬ 
board and in tho city, out of which thirteen havo died; twenty-eight recovered, 
and the bnlanco under treatment.” 

Origin of Yellow Fever in Few Orleans in 1856.— Case I.—July 27, 1856, 
James Hawkins, a native of Kentucky, but late a residont of Arkansas, entered 
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ward 33, Charity Hospital. Patient is one of the “ La Paz prisoners,” and has 
recently returned to this country from his long captivity in Mexico. He reached 
Vera Cruz, from the city of Mexico, about the 10th of July, inst,, remained 
there until tho 20th, and took pasBnge on the steamship Texas, for Now Orleans. 
He roached New Orleans on tho 25th of July, sick with fover, though able to 
walk a little. Had felt unwell on tho 24th, and had a chill, followed by fever, 
on tho 25th. On his arrival, ho was taken to tho Rainbow Hotel, corner of 
New Levee and Notre Damo Strcots. Remained there uutil the 27th, when, 
being worse, ho entered tho hospital. When he entered tho ward he had fever. 

28 th, morning. Skin hot and dry: pulse 94; tonguo coated^ white, with red 
edges; great thirst; pains in head and lumbar region ; vomiting bile. 

Evening. Fover still continues; still vomiting; skin moist and turning 
yellow. 

29//*, morning. Puleo 56; great nausea; vomiting clear fluid in small quan¬ 
tities ; no pain ; skin moist and cool. 

2 P. M. Vomits dark matter; very restless: pulse 64, and undulating. 

80//*, morning. Puleo 62, and soft; tonguo red, with a dark stripe down the 

centre; vomiting black mattor without much effort. 

3 P. M. Puleo quick and fooblo; delirious; still vomits black matter; sub- 
eultus tendinum. 

6£ P. M. Is dying. 

The abnvo is a history of CaBO No. 1, derived in part from notes taken by a 
very intelligent Btudent of medicino, who marked the case down as yellow fover 
from tho moment of first seeing him, and partly from a very clear and intelli¬ 
gent history given us by a comrade who camo over on tho Texas with Hawkins. 
We did not see the case until the morning of the 30th. At this time tho man 
was yellow, delirious, and throwing up black vomit freely. Indeed wo have 
never seen a " bettor” case of yellow fever. 

An autopsy was performed in this case, and all tho characteristics of yellow 
fovor wore present, , 

Case II.—Aug. 13, Eugene Claudel, native of France, aged 30 years, labourer, 
entored ward 13. Patient is from tho city of Mexico, whore ho has resided for 
eighteen months past. Left that placo on tho 1st of August, on horsebaok. 
Arrived in Vora Cruz and spent two days and nights there, previous to his 
departure for New Orleans, on board tho steamship Texas, on tho 8th inst. 
Folt perfectly well when ho loft, but on the 10th, towards evening, felt some 

E nin in the head, which was soon followed by a chill, and then a burning fever. 

ild nothing but drink water freely while on the boat. On his arrival at New 
Orleans, August 12, he was convoyed to a French boarding-house, but, being a 
stronger, ho does not know the locality of the same. Was admitted into the 
hospital on tho morning of 13th, died on tho 14th. 

We saw this patient, and ho was a type case of yellow fever. A post-mortem 
wob hold, and confirmed the diagnosis. 

Case III.—Lawrence Olson, a nntlvo of Denmark, rot. 40 years. In New 
Orleans two years. Labourer. Entored ward 12, on tho I4th of August. Died 
on same*day. . c 

This patient was delirious when ho entered, and could give no account or 
himself, and unfortunately no further history than tho above was elicited from 
those who brought him to tho hospital. We havo made every effort to trace 
him up, but in vain. He wns undoubtedly a enso of yellow fover. 

Case IV.—Valentine Nou, a native of Prussia, rot. 23 years, shoemaker, six 
months in New Orleans, last from Pittsburg, entered ward 12, on 10th of 
August. Had fover, but yellow fovor was not suspected. On the 16th, he 
becamo worse, throw up black vomit, and died. He was undoubtedly a case 
of yellow fover. , 

Since the death of this man we have used every exertion to trace up his 
placo of residence, etc. We have succeeded in tracing him to the Rainbow 
Hotel, whore IlawkinB (Case No. 1) was sick aftor his arrival on tho steamship 
Texas. The obliging proprietor of the Rainbow showed us his^register, and 
there is tho name of tho patient. He had been boarding at this hotel since 
January last.

Case V.—Edward Duffy, native of Lowell, Mass., though of Irish descent, an. 
21 years, entered ward 13, on 13th of August. IIos been ongnged running on 
towboats between the Bnlize and this city for threo months past. 

Wo saw this man on tho morning of the 13th, when wo went in to seo Ca6o 
ll. He was lying on an adjoining bed, and had a high fever. Wo noted him 
more particularly ns being one of seven men in tho ward who had novor had 
yellow fever, and we wero anxious to seo whether nny such individuals would 
contract tho disease from tho Yora Cruz case, Ho died on tho 16th, of genuine 
yellow fever, and the post mortem revealed oil tho characteristics of this disease. 

Such is a history of tho five first cases occurring in tho Charity Hospital this 
season. There wore several other cases occurring simultaneously with these, 
ono from Mexico, per steamship Texas, and ono taken sick at tho Rainbow 
Hotel; but as they were considered doubtful, or even more than doubtful by 
some medical gontlemon, wo refrain from giving nny account of them. We 
have shown that yellow fever 1ms been introduced into the city from Vera Cruz, 
and in spite of quarantine; it remains to be seen whother it will spread— 
whether we nro to have an epidemic. 

Since writing the foregoing, there have been two or throo otbor cobcs in tho 
hospital, though they havo certainly occurred since tho introduction of tho im¬ 
ported cases, and present comparatively little interest. Wo hear of two or 
threo undoubted cases in private practice, though we hnvo scon none ourselves. 
All nro said to bo among the labouring class of persons. 

It will bo perceived, by reference to tho mortuary roports of tho city, that 
seven deaths by yellow fever are reported for tho four wcoks ending August 
23d. Fivo of those nro tho cases just cited in dotnil. Of tho ronmining two, 
only ono is considered undoubted. This ono was scon Into in July by a phy¬ 
sician in the lower part of tho oity, who roports tho caso to tho Board of Health 
ns yellow fever, but says ho was called in only in time to see tho man die. 
He learned that ho had been taken from an American schooner just arrived at 
New Orleans, but could get no particulars .—New Orleans Medical Times, Sep¬ 
tember, 1856. 

§ Vaccina and Variola. —Da. Morland reported to tho Boston Sooioty for Me¬ 
dical improvement tho following interesting case:— 

"On the 13th of February last, he vaccinated a healthy mnlo infant, six 
months old. On tho 17th of tho eamo month, a faint, but sufficiently distinct, 
eruption of measles was observed about the nook and shoulders. Tho usual 
symptoms of rubeola lmd deolarcd themselves on tho next morning after the 
vaccination, and tho disease, consequently, must have commenced only a few 
hours previously to that operation, if four days bo adopted as the period clops- 
ing^ between the attack and the appearanco of the oruption. Tho voccino 
vesicle matured very slowly for several dayB, and tho rubeolous eruption con¬ 
tinued with varying distinctness, but always comparatively slight, until the 
19th of February, when it disappeared. Tho vaccine vesiolo then took a start, 
and went on rapidly to perfection. Thore Beemcd to be a retarding action re¬ 
ciprocally maintained for a timo by the two affections, thus accidentally con¬ 
current ; vacoinia finally prevailing. Tho circumstantial record, made at tho 
timo, reads thus:— 

“February 17/A.—Vaccination apparently taking effeot; measles npponred; 
will tho vesiolo bo rotarded? 

" 18/A.—Vesicle advancing very Blowly; measles retrograding; ordered a 
warm bath. 

“ 19/A-—Vesicle going on, but more slowly than is common; less redness 
around it; eruption of measles gono; will it recur? 

“ 20/A.—Vaccine vesicle much larger; child feverish; warm bath. 

“21s/.—At Tjt o’clock in tho morning, the child wns soized with a sovero 
general convulsion. Ilo^was seon by Dr. M. in about twenty minutes; a warm 
bath had been used. Wine of ipccao. and onemata, with cold lotions to tho 
head, were at once resorted to, and, subsequently, threo grains of calomol with 
fivo of rhubarb were given. Aspect of the liltlo patient pnlo nnd confused. 
At 1J o’clock P. M., ho had anotuor convulsivo attack, of rather greater so-
